Former Democratic presidential candidate John Edwards finally 
admitted Thursday he fathered a child during an affair before his 
second White House bid, dropping long-standing denials just ahead 
of a book by a former campaign aide who initially took the fall. 

Edwards released a statement admitting paternity of the girl, 
Frances Quinn Hunter, who was born in 2008 to videographer 
Rielle Hunter as the result of an affair Edwards has already con- 
fessed to. 

“It was wrong for me to ever deny she was my daughter,” Edwards 
said, adding he was providing financial support for the child and 
mother. “I am Quinn’s father.” 

Elizabeth Edwards, who has been battling an incurable return of 
cancer since 2007, sa ^ hi an interview with The Associated Press 
that “the whole family is relieved.” She declined to discuss the cou- 
ple’s marital status and said she didn’t know where things will go 
from here. 

“If somebody has a crystal ball, they can let me know,” she said 
when asked what was next for her and John Edwards. 


The admission comes ahead of the Feb. 2 release of a book by 
former Edwards aide Andrew Young that is expected to describe 
how Edwards worked to hide his paternity with Young’s help. 

Young initially claimed he was the child’s father shortly before 
the 2008 presidential primary contests began. Word that Y>ung 
was naming Edwards as the father first came when details of his 
book proposal were reported by The New York Times in September. 
Edwards’ lawyer at the time declined to comment. 

The child was born Feb. 27, 2008, indicating she was conceived in 
the middle of 2007, several months after Hunter stopped working 
for Edwards. John and Elizabeth Edwards renewed their wedding 
vows in July 2007 to celebrate their 30th wedding anniversary 
Hunter’s lawyer, Michael Critchley, said the admission is “good 
for everyone.” 

Critchley said Edwards’ statement amounted to a public acknowl- 
edgment of something that was known privately 

He said Hunter did not have an immediate comment. It is not 
clear where she and the child are living.

NEW YORK The NBC late-night shuffle is O’ver. 

Conan O’Brien bid good riddance to the net- 
work Thursday in a $45 million deal for his exit 
from “The Tonight Show,” but his immediate 
future in TV remains a question mark. 

The contentious two-week battle that ends 
with NBC unseating O’Brien and moving Jay 
Leno back to the program he hosted for 17 years, 
comes less than eight months after O’Brien took 
the “Tonight” throne from Leno. 

Under the deal, O’Brien will get more than 
$33 million, NBC said. The rest will go to his 
200 -strong staff in severance. 

In his monologue Thursday, O’Brien confided 
that his separation from the network meant 
“NBC dropped off all my CDs and picked up its 
lava lamp.” 

And he shared the terms of the agreement, 
including his returning “the Etch- A- Sketch my 
contract was written on,” and that, “Effective 
today, NBC will stop paying for Andy Richter’s 
medical marijuana.” 

Officially, O’Brien will be free to start another 
TV job after Sept. 1, NBC said. His final show will 
be Friday with Tom Hanks scheduled to appear as 
well as Will Ferrell— his first guest when O’Brien 
debuted as “Tonight” host in June. 

What happens next for O’Brien? 

“We don’t know,” his manager, Gavin Polone, 
said Thursday “While we have had expressions 
of interest, we have not had any substantive con- 
versations with anybody” 

Ideally, said Polone, O’Brien “wants to get back 
on the air, doing the show he’s doing now, as soon 
as possible.” 

There has been much speculation on where 
that might be. ABC (which airs “Nightline” and 
“Jimmy Kimmel Live!”) has said it wasn’t interest- 
ed, while Fox, which lacks a network late-night 


ALL ABOUT THE RATINGS 

Conan O’Brien landed “The Tonight Show” after 
successfully hosting “Late Night,” which airs an 
hour later, since 1993. But he quickly stumbled 
in the ratings race against his CBS rival, David 
Letterman. Under Jay Leno, “Tonight” was the 
ratings champ at 10:35 p.m. Central, but Leno 
proved an instant flop with his experiment in 
primetime. 

show, expressed appreciation for his show— but 
nothing more. Comedy Central has also been 
mentioned as a future home. 

Meanwhile, O’Brien might conceivably con- 
duct off-camera business with his old bosses. 

“We do have a continuing development 
relationship with Conan’s [production] com- 
pany,” said Marc Graboff, chairman of NBC 
Entertainment and Universal Media Studios. “So 
we still keep the door open.” 

Leno, whose weeknight prime-time hour 


ends Feb. 11 after just five lackluster months, will 
return to “Tonight” on March 1, originating from 
the same Burbank stage where he has hosted his 
prime-time show The staff of “The Jay Leno 
Show” is expected to be kept mostly intact for 
“Tonight.” 

“Late Night with Jimmy Fallon” will continue 
to be broadcast from 11:35 P* m * to I2: 3 5 a.m. 

Leno’s viewer appeal also will prove intact 
when he resumes his rivalry with CBS host David 
Letterman, predicts Jeff Gaspin, chairman of 
NBC Universal Television Entertainment. 

“We believe Leno will be very competitive 
right away,” he said. 

Compensation for O’Brien’s staff and crew was 
the final hurdle in negotiations between NBC 
and O’Brien. 

“Conan appreciated what NBC did to 
take care of his staff and crew and decided to 
supplement the severance they were getting ... 
out of his own pocket,” Polone said.

A relative testified Thursday that Drew Peterson strongly hinted 
he intended to kill his fourth wife, Stacy and dramatically described 
how he believed he helped Peterson dispose of her body 

Tom Morphey Peterson’s stepbrother, testified that the day before 
Stacy disappeared, Peterson asked if Morphey could kill for him. 

“How much do you love me?” Peterson asked, according to 
Morphey, 42. “Enough to kill for me?” 

Morphey said he told Peterson no, and Peterson then asked, 
“Can you live with knowing about it?” 

Morphey testified at a hearing to decide whether prosecu- 
tors can use “hearsay” evidence to try and prove allegations that 
Peterson killed his third wife, Kathleen Savio, in 2004. Peterson 
hasn’t been charged in the 2007 disappearance of his fourth wife, 
but authorities say he is the only suspect. 

“I always assumed that you killed Kathleen,” Morphey said he 
replied, referring to Savio, who had been found dead in a bath 
tub more than three years before. 


“No,” Peterson answered, according to his stepbrother, “I 
would never hurt Kathleen. She was a great mother.” 

Morphey said the conversation occurred the morning of Oct. 
27, 2007, the day before Stacy disappeared. Peterson had picked 
Morphey up at Morphey’s home and the two were traveling in 
Peterson’s Yukon Denali SUV 

Morphey has said he fears he helped Peterson dispose of 
Stacy’s body On the night Stacy disappeared, Morphey testified, 
he helped Peterson move a blue plastic barrel that was warm to 
the touch and weighed about 150 pounds. 

When Peterson dropped him off later, he told Morphey, “This 
never happened.” 

Peterson also talked about having Morphey drive Stacy’s car 
to Streamwood, where Peterson claimed Stacy had a boyfriend. 
But Morphey said he never went through with it. 

The hearing is an outgrowth of a new state law that has come 
to be known as Drew’s Law Will County prosecutors are calling 
witnesses to testify that before her death Savio feared that her

former husband would kill her. 

The law allows prosecutors to introduce as evidence state- 
ments from victims who allegedly were killed to prevent them 
from testifying against their attackers.

Agency says cleanup bad for the environment

Chicago is the only major U.S. city that doesn’t disinfect its sew- 
age, and the agency that treats its wastewater has a new reason for 
opposing the idea: 

It’s bad for the environment. 

Engineers with the Metropolitan Water Reclamation District 
of Greater Chicago recently completed an in-house study of its 
carbon footprint at the request of the elected board of commis- 
sioners. Going beyond the assignment, they also decided to look at 
how the footprint would change if it had to kill bacteria in sewage 


before pouring it into the Chicago River. 

Starting to disinfect the wastewater— a change the 120 -year-old 
agency has long opposed— would bolster the district’s greenhouse 
gas emissions and thereby do more harm than good, the engineers 
concluded. 

“With additional treatment, you have to weigh how much water 
quality is actually being accomplished with more harm to the envi- 
ronment in another way,” said Louis Kollias, the director of the 
district’s Monitoring and Research Department. “You’re going to 
have to have it one way or the other. You can’t have both.” 


No new trial in Brown’s case 

A judge has turned down the request for a new 
trial made by the lawyers of a former handyman 
convicted of killing seven people at a Palatine fast 
food restaurant. 

Cook County Circuit Judge Vincent Gaughan on 
Thursday affirmed James Degorski’s conviction 
for the 1993 murders at Brown’s Chicken and Pasta 
restaurant and a sentence of life in prison. 


Chicago Twitter suit tossed 

A judge Wednesday dismissed a libel lawsuit 
filed last year by a Chicago property firm against 
a tenant who complained about her “moldy 
apartment” on Twitter. 

“Who said sleeping in a moldy apartment was 
bad for you? Horizon realty thinks it’s okay,” 
Amanda Bonnen wrote in her Twitter feed at 9:08 
a.m. May 12. 

Horizon Group Management, which leased the 
Uptown apartment to Bonnen, wasn’t pleased and 
filed a libel suit against her saying she “maliciously 
and wrongfully published the false and defamatory 
Tweet.” 

Baby beluga to meet public 

A 6-week-old male beluga whale will be introduced 
to the public Sunday at the Shedd Aquarium. 

The calf was born Dec. 14 head first, rather than 
tail first, which caused complications including 
an unnatural curve in his rear flippers. That curve 
is now gone and he is swimming fine, said Ken 
Ramirez, the Shedd’s chief trainer. 

The calf doesn’t yet have a name. He is one of 
two beluga whales born in December, though the 
second did not survive.

No relief in California 


B LA CANADA FLINTRIDGE, Calif. Hours of 
heavy rain fell Thursday on saturated 
Southern California as the fourth Pacific 
storm in a week came ashore, triggering 
dire warnings by authorities that huge mud 
flows were likely in foothill communities and 
residents of endangered homes should obey 
evacuation orders. 

Travel snarls mounted as major highways 
were closed by snow and tornado damage, and 
strong winds grounded flights at several air- 
ports. Another tornado left a trail of damage 
in a community northwest of Los Angeles. 

The siege of storms has led to several deaths 
statewide and street flooding in urban areas, 
and has turned the region’s often-dry river and 
creek channels into raging torrents. 

Muddy water gushed down hills but there 
were no immediate major incidents, and offi- 
cials appeared concerned the lack of massive 


debris flows from wildfire burn areas was mis- 
leading for residents. 

Los Angeles County Fire Department 
Chief Deputy John Tripp bluntly warned at 
the outset of the storm that significant debris 
flows were likely and probably would block 
potential rescue attempts. 

“For those people that are still in the homes 
and are in those areas of threat, it’s very likely 
we will not be able to reach you,” he said. 

By nightfall, the storm’s main rainfall was 
passing but forecasts warned of volatile condi- 
tions through the night. Los Angeles Mayor 
Antonio Villaraigosa said the city’s evacuation 
orders remained in effect. 

In the upper reaches of suburban La 
Canada Flintridge, authorities put pink rib- 
bons on the mailboxes of residents who 
stayed behind so they would know where to 
search in the event of a catastrophe.

He said buses would start moving 
the displaced people within a week 
to 10 days, once new camps are ready 
Brazilian U.N. peacekeepers already 
were leveling land in the suburb of 
Croix des Bouquets for a new tent 
city, the Geneva-based intergovern- 
mental International Organization 
for Migration reported Thursday 

The hundreds of thousands whose 
homes were destroyed in the massive 
Jan. 12 earthquake had settled in more

Bruce Finkelman 
and Peter Toalson have 
made a name for them- 
selves by bringing some 
of the most adventurous 
musicians to Chicago, 
whether at Finkel man’s club, the Empty Bottle, 
or one of the other Chicago venues they book. 

Longman & Eagle, their newest venture, is as 
ambitious in its goals as some of bands the duo 
has brought to Chicago. 

It’s a restaurant. It’s a bar. It soon will have a 
small, six-room hotel on its second floor. And 
with plans to serve breakfast and lunch in the 
coming months, Longman and Eagle hopes to 
be an almost-around-the-clock hub for Logan 
Square denizens. (The name comes from Evelyn 
Longman, the artist behind Logan Square’s eagle 
sculpture.) 

Finkelman and Toalson, along with co-partners 
Robert McAdams and Cody Hudson, looked to 
World’s Fair-era Chicago for inspiration. Back 
then, an inn wasn’t necessarily a mega-hotel locat- 
ed downtown but rather a purveyor of morning 
coffee, hot meals, strong drinks, neighborhood 
news and, if you needed it, a bed to sleep in. 


SCENE 

Each member of the crowd forming the three- 
deep wall along the bar on opening night 
remembered to don at least one Logan Square- 
mandatory accessory (scruffy facial bar, fuzzy hat, 
plaid shirt, nerdy glasses), but they seemed more 
focused on chatting with friends than posturing for 
potential admirers. Until the eager opening-days 
throng dies down or the staff gets a better handle 
on how to address the bar crowd, diners in the front 
room may feel crowded by the masses spilling out 
of the bar area. 


FOOD 

Chef Jared Wentworth, who’s led the kitchens at Tizi 
Melloul and Atlantique, has assembled a menu of 


contemporary comfort food. He enters Chicago’s 
increasingly competitive gourmet burger scene 
with a kobe burger topped with Widmer Cheddar 
and Nueske’s bacon ($12). The man also knows 
his charcuterie and features rabbit pate and duck 
rilletes on the menu’s “bar snacks” section. Our 
entrees-pork belly confit ($18) and butter-roasted 
catfish ($17)-were presented beautifully and 
cooked to perfection, though under-seasoned. 
Once the kitchen hits its stride after the opening- 
week rush, we re confident they’ll work out some of 
the kinks. 


DRINKS 

Longman & Eagle follows a handful of whiskey- 
friendly bars that opened in the past year or so. 

It has more wallet-friendly options than new 
gourmet-dive Big Star thanks to 22 whiskeys from 
Makers Mark to Heaven Hill on the $3 shot list. 

With tweaked classic cocktails such as a citrusy hot 
toddy with yuzu honey ($8, inset), it’s also more 
sophisticated than Faith & Whiskey, a year-old 
Lincoln Park hang pouring Trixie-friendly whiskey 
cocktails. 


For now, however, it’s 

simply a bar and restaurant. The interior strikes 
a balance of old and new thanks to exposed 
brick, tabletops dressed with funky foliage and 
a bar that, if it reminds you of the Violet Hour 
or the Whistler, it’s because partner McAdams 
built the tall wall of mirrored cabinetry for those 
spots too.

If there is anything hard about interviewing 
Harrison Ford, it’s that the actor has amassed 
such a varied filmography of legendary highs 
(“Star Wirs,” “Indiana Jones”), genre classics 
(“Blade Runner,” “The Fugitive”) and some 
pretty big stinkers (“Firewall”), There are sim- 
ply too many questions to ask in a 15-minute 
window 

Oh, and the other thing is that Ford, who 
grew up in Uptown and graduated from north- 
west suburban Maine East High School, is sim- 
ply a tough interview 

While promoting his new film, the inspired- 
by-a-true-story medical drama “Extraordinary 
Measures,” Ford was mostly interested in spout- 
ing generic claptrap about the film and about 
the development of his character, Dr. Stonehill, 
a composite character based on several doc- 
tors who worked with John Crowley (played 
by Brendan Fraser) to develop a treatment for 
his two kids batding a neuromuscular disorder 
called Pompe, Insightful anecdotes and funny 
one-liners are not Ford’s forte. 

Ford, 67, who lives in L, A, and speaks mostly 


in a slow, hushed voice, says he doesn’t remem- 
ber much about Chicago, but that the weather 
“breeds character.” 

Let’s say someone tries to mug you on the street. 
You’ve got a lightsaber in one pocket and a whip 
in the other. Which do you go for? 

{Quiet laugh] I don’t know where to go with 
that. I think I would run away. As usual. 

What do you mean as usual? 

Well, I mean I’m reaching deep into the 
depths of my soul, and I’m telling you that 
I’m not playing a guy with a whip or a light- 
saber if somebody’s trying to mug me on the 
street. 

It’s not a character; it’s just self-defense. 

Well, the character choice I would be making 
is ... you’re asking me, and I would tell you I 
would run away 

It seems like a quiet drama like “Extraordinary 
Measures” is rare these days. What do you think 
about the industry’s tendency to do everything 
loud now? 


Well, I think movies are made for the whole 
broad population of moviegoers. We didn’t 
think we would have a movie that 15-year- 
olds would go to three times. We understood 
what we were doing. But that’s why a film 
like this, that’s why you don’t spend 
$200 million or $500 million to make a 
movie like this. 

What stuck with you the most about growing up 
in Chicago? 

I suppose the people. I don’t know I wouldn’t 
want to characterize the people, but I suppose 
it is the Midwest and Midwesterners are dif- 
ferent to the people ... I’ve been living on the 
West Coast for 40 years. 

Why did the last Indy film get people worked up? I 
thought it was entertaining. 

Did they get worked up? I don’t understand. 

There were definitely polarizing opinions with 
some die-hards disappointed by it. Yet it sounds 
like you’re interested in continuing the franchise 
whenever possible. 

Sure, if we get a good idea. I think that 


over the four films that each of them has had a 
variety of different strengths. 

Do you have a favorite? 

Oh, I suppose the first one is my favorite 
in some ways. You know, I just work here. 

The audience can pick their favorites. 

How often do you go back and watch your 
own films? 

Never. 

Any you’ve never seen? 

Um, couple. A couple, but I won’t name them. 

You have a reputation of being a private guy. 
Why? 

Because I am. 

Has anyone asked you anything that totally 
crossed the line? 

Yeah. 

What’s the last thing? 

Uh, it had something to do with a lightsaber 
and a whip.

Minor league hockey star Derek “Tooth 
Fairy” Thompson (Dwayne Johnson) is 
an obnoxious jerk. So he’s forced into 
service as the actual tooth fairy when 
the leader of Fairyland (Julie Andrews) 
sentences him to an imagination rehab 
program. Derek must hide his winged 
side job from his teammates and his 
girlfriend, Carly, played by Ashley Judd 
in a performance that suggests she 
thinks Johnson is icky. 

The buzz: As Derek flutters around in 
tights and tries to bond with Carly’s 
kids, “Tooth Fairy” feels like a comedy 
directed at people who thought the very 
similar, considerably painful “The Game 
Plan” had too many adult situations. It’s 
been awhile since Johnson has gone by 
The Rock, probably in hopes that people 
, will take him more seriously as an actor. 

With grating performances like this, 
people may start calling him Silly Putty. 
The verdict: Another excruciating film about an unlikable hero 
who is somehow considered a badass despite making jokes like, 
“You can’t handle the tooth.” 

Did you know? The film even gets irritating performances from 
talented comedians such as Stephen Merchant (BBC’s “The Office”) 
as Derek’s case worker and Billy Crystal as a Fairyland inventor.

It’s always odd to see one of the cinema’s few self-described 
atheists in religious garb. But something about Paul Bettany 
says monk (“The Reckoning,” “The Da Vinci Code”) or arch- 
angel (“Legion,” which opens Friday). 

“Were I playing Prometheus, I wouldn’t necessarily feel the 
need to believe in Zeus,” he jokes. “But I don’t know why these 
fellows keep coming my way It isn’t in any way planned.” 

Bettany is starring opposite himself in movies right now In 
“Legion,” he’s the archangel Michael, come to Earth to help 
folks survive an assault from God’s avenging angels. And in 
“Creation,” he’s Charles Darwin, in love with a devoutly reli- 
gious wife (Jennifer Connelly, to whom Bettany is married) 
but working out his Theory of Evolution. 

“When I’m making a movie as Charles Darwin, I’m sitting 
in my trailer, hankering to run around shooting vampires. And 


when I’m battling vampires {as in ‘Priest,’ which opens this 
fall] I think, ‘It would be awfully nice to be in something nice 
and quiet with a lot of talking in it.’ 

“I’m quite shallow that way” 

So just as his turn as the dashing politician Lord Melbourne 
in “The Young Victoria,” leaves theaters, he dons wings and 
takes on “Legion.” 

“It’s a fun thing to play because he’s an angel who has the 
courage of his convictions. He defies his boss. And he’s got 
quite the boss to defy doesn’t he? 

“I do a movie like ‘Legion’ because I want to see an audi- 
ence’s popcorn jump up in the air! I loved seeing those movies 
growing up. ‘Dawn of the Dead’ sticks with me. What a thrill, 
this siege with just a handful of people, trapped in a shopping 
mall, battling an onslaught of zombies.

Did you have to change or compromise any- 
thing in your approach to make a commercial 
album? 

Naw, that's the thing. I never budged with 
that. I make the music I want to make. I 
only make stuff that makes me feel comfort- 
able. 

Some have referred to your rapping style 
as post-Kanye West, post-LII Wayne. How do 
you define your sty le, or yourself as an 
artist? 

I can't even define myself. I evolve every io 
minutes. I can do what I do over a J Dilla beat 
or I can do it over Beethoven. I can record 
with Common or Waka Flocka. I can’t be put 
in a box. I’m a child of the sport. I just enjoy 
the game.

Fight night 

'Spartacus’ offers gore and more 

The makers of “Spartacus: Blood and Sand” splatter the screen with 
sex, violence and plenty of R-rated language, but you won’t convince 
them that any of that is out of place. 

“I take issue with you using the word ‘gratuitous,’ ” star Lucy Lawless 
said recently “In fact, all of us, the 
actors and writers, are very serious 
about why we do it. We do not want 
one single thing to be gratuitous; it’s 
not what we’re about.” 

Lawless plays Lucretia, a Lady 
Macbeth-like figure in Starz’s new 
series premiering at 9 p.m. Friday 
It tells the story of Spartacus, the 
Roman gladiator who eventually leads 
an uprising against Rome. 

So why all the sex? 

“It seems relevant to that time and 
... sort of volatile, crazy world,” said 
newcomer and cast standout Andy 

Whitfield. ‘Actually, it would be inauthentic to not go there.” 

“Spartacus” follows the fighter from his life as a free Thracian soldier 
who is torn from his homeland and the woman he loves, enslaved by 
Romans and condemned to the brutality of the Ludus— a school for 
gladiators run by Lucretia’s husband, Batiatus (John Hannah). 

In order to win his wife’s freedom and to stay alive, he must learn to 
fight and make money for Batiatus. That’s not an easy task when he 
bunks with dozens of other muscled men who also are desperate to 
survive. 

Told in a visually heightened, graphic-novel style similar to the film 
“300,” “Spartacus” pushes TV boundaries beyond just sex, according to 
co-creator and producer Rob Tapert, who also created “Xena: Warrior 
Princess” and “Legend of the Seeker,” 

“Starz wants to go where I’ve never been able to go before,” said 
Tapert, who shares “Spartacus” credits with Steven S. DeKnight, Sam 
Raimi and Josh Donen. “Steven’s been able to write characters and 
bring to life that world in away that none of the other projects I’ve 
worked on have. 

“It is not family entertainment. It’s adult entertainment.” 

But don’t call it porn, says Lawless, who is married to Tapert. 

“When there’s a sex scene ... it is about something else,” she said. 
“Otherwise, it would be on the Playboy Channel. This is not soft porn. 
It’s a bloody good yarn and you want to be on board. This is a great show”
